and control of bonded warehouses. Mr. 
Stafford is the first to answer to this 
law. The warehouse is bonded by a 
large surety company, which guaran- 
tees every receipt issued by its special 
agent. ‘These receipts are negotiable 
in any money market in the United 
states and are aS good as government 
bonds. The advantage of such a 
gilt-edge receipt is its value. as 
a collateral. In describing Mr. Stal- 
ford’s plans The Gazette says that 
he guarantees that the rate of inter- 
est on property stored in their 
warehouse shall never exceed 8 _ per 
cent per annum. He agrees to furnish 
money for practically the full value 
of the property, and just as long as the 
borrower wants it. .Advanees will be 
made on any merchantable property, 
such as cotton, corn, oats, wheat, hay 
in bales, sirup, manufactured goods— 
in fact anything that has value and is 
not perishable. Every item stored will 
be fully insured, and in case of fire 
the proprietors are ready to take up 
every receipt upon presentation, pay- 
ing full value for the commodity at the 
time of the fire. 

This is a scheme developed in pur- 
suance of legal protection by a business 
man who has made a success of life 
and who knows what he is’ doing. 
When Mr. Stafford declares that every 
town and city should adopt such a 
scheme, thus forcing Liverpool to ask 
rather than to dictate the price of cot- 
ton, his words are worthy of attention. 
Even without law and without the for- 
mal bonding of his warehouse, Mr. 
Samuel Evans, of Milledgeville, un- 
dertook the holdings of the cotton be- 
longing to his customers, with the re- 
sult that he has declared to them an 
extra dividend of $20,000. If the bus- 
iness men of the south will but take up 
the example set by Messrs. Stafford 
and Evans, together with the building 
of new cotton mills, our country will 
hereafter hold the whip handle in com- 
merce and be abie to take care of her- 
self.

COMING CAMPAIGN 1S” 


_ DISCUSSED BY BRYAN 


To the members of the Young Men’s Demccratic League committee and to a 
representative of The Constitution Colonel William J. Bryan, the standard 
bearer of democracy, and the recognized logical nominee of the party at the 
coming convention, discussed the leading issues of the campaign as he sat in 
his room at the Kimball yesterday afternoon. 

The lines beneath his eyes indicated the close end attentive study which it is 
easy to see he had given the questions cf the day, and particularly the three 
issues about which Colonel Bryan has said so much—abou: which he declares he 
will continue 40 talk until the voters of the country are familiar with the evils 
inaugurated by the republican party. 

Three Questions Are Inseperable. 

“I have been requested on a great many occasions,’’ said Colonel Bryan, ‘‘in 
cities throughout the east and south, to distinguish between the three great 
questions, money, trusts and imperialism, and point out the one I regard as the 
mcst important and the one that is to play the greatest part in the campaign of 
1900. 

‘‘Men differ, of course, as to the relative importance of these questicns, and 
I think the difference depends more on th2 amcunt of study given to each 
question than to anything else. A man is apt to emphasize the question about 
which he knows the most. 

“Some men urge me to drop everything elsc and fight 
others wish me to drop everything and fight the trusts 
others are urging me to let the other two issues go by and fight 
standard alone. My answer to all alike has been this:
